evening ceremony, the group sang songs and carried torches, Ot„o 
KGB IK recommended the use of the Hungarian hand salute at such cere- 
monies, but this suggestion has not yet been adopted.

The following is a summary of the 'principal Issues covered in the classes 
conducted by Fran?* HAIDER, Friedl 3TR0BL, and Otto KUBIN and the discussions 
which took place each day after the classes? 


1., Franz HAIDER, KPOe Landesobraann for Upper Austria* lectured the first 
day of the course on "The .Yorlcl Political Situation”? HAIDER allegedly 
had just attended an important meeting of the Politburo of the Central 
Committee of the KPOe, He opened his lecture by pointing out to the 
students that they should consider themselves the most representative 
officials of the Communist youth movements in Austria and warned them 
to keep in strict confidence what they learned during the five-day 
course 0 HAIDER said that during the recent discussion of the change in 
party line at the Politburo of the Central Committee, the KPOe Landes** 
cbmann of Salzburg had. disparaged the new policy, and was allegedly taken 
to task by Ernst FISCHER and Friedl FUEENBERG* Although he subsequently 
agreed to cooperate wholeheartedly, he expressed doubt that the change 
would benefit the party* HAIDER allegedly added that Johann KOFLEHIG, 
FUSRNDERG, and two other members of the Central Committee of the KPOe 
were received by STALIN when they were in Moscow attending the STALIN 
birthday celebrations, and that KQPLENIG and FUERNBSKG also visited the 
Politburo of the C-P31S (Communist Party of the Soviet Unions The KPOe 
was repeatedly criticized by the Politburo of the CPSU fer its poor show- 
ing; in the recent Austrian .elections, which they blamed on the failure of 
. the KPOe to fellow the CPSU line, HAIDER said fna t/ hfeBsnt war was the 
yoginning of the end of world capitalism, and he prophesied the economic 
ruin or the Uni tec. States in the near future and the establishment of 
Communism throughout Europe- HAIDER described the Communist victory 
i n ' China as cne of the great.*? at defeats ever suffered by the United States 
^ t% said the victory in China would have its effect in Austria at the 
end of January or during early February, when the Communists would champion 
a fight for increased wages. He predicted that orices would contihue to 
rise and the purchasing power of the schilling would fall* HAIDER con- 
tinued his lecture by declaring that the League of independents (VilU ) 

Is a major foe of socialism in Austria, the importance of which has been, 
minimized by the KPOe,, HAIDER described the VdU as the battering ram of 
American imperialism in Austria and asked how the KPOe could enlist the 
support of the "war generation 11 in combatting the VdtL He admitted that 
the VdU had been able to recruit young veterans by appealing to the 
spirit of comradeship arising; from mutual war experience a The KPOe em- 
phasis on pacifism was conceded to be an error and veterans, are to be told 
that they fought bravely and with honor but on the wrong side, HAIDER 
a aid the Communists desire peace, but, because of the strong opposition of 
the imperialists^ the KPOe will probably have to wage an armed revolt in 
Austria? iVith reference to the future Austrian Army, he stated that the 
present party line of the KPOe against the establishment of the Austrian 
Army is to be altered, and Communist youth will be told that armed, strength 
is not an evil unless it is directed against the workers? HAIDER stated 
that he had used this propaganda on Engelbert MUELLER, a VdU factory 
councilman in the Voest, Linz., persuaded MUELLER to resign from the VdU, 
and was recruiting him for the KPOe., In speaking of the economic situation 
in Austria, HAIDER said that the Marshall Plan Is causing prices to rise 
and the production of consumer goods to be cut® He claimed that America 
is planning the economic collapse of Austria by artificially creating un- 
employment which will force Austria to become an imperialist dependency^ 
and the best way the Communists can fight this situation is to increase 
interest In trada unionism among young party members* Communist influence 
must be increased in the trade unions through which the Communists will 
direct a general strike In 1950 > 
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HAIDER earned against the infiltration ' of TIt.oI sm irA J; 0 ^ s J ,ria * 
especially in Carinthxa, and directed that any signs o* - -toisci 
are to be reported immediately to the Politburo ox the Central 
Committee in Vienna * He also earned against the infiltration of 
imperialist agents, mainly divided into tvo classes: 

a Former loyal members of the KPOe who had been corrupted by ^ 

greed and" ambition* They are especially sought, by the Americans 
as agents in the Peoples’ Democracies.,

KPOe members who are oenetration assents. These people eventual*- 
ly b stray UteaiaSiVee by attempting to rise too rapidly in the 
oarty and by displaying a superior knowledge of Marxism, They 
con also be identified by a reiuctmce to become Communist 
speakers., ‘me Americans are training such agents for penetration 
into Austria* 


HAIDER ended his lecture by stating '-hat an event of great lm- 
ooxlanee for all Communists was the hS CK recognition of the 
Democratic State of Eastern Germany. He said that workers in 
v /astern Germany are beginning to recognize the Eastern State 
as their only hope,.

Although all the students were supposedly required to discuss ihes ® 
subjects in open forum, they merely revealed HAIDER® s woros, ana of ered 
no argument against his opinions, The new KPOe policy on the Army 
came as a complete suroisa to the students, several of had been 

Socialist "Red Falcon" leaders, in spite ox basic opposition to th , 
establishment of an Austrian Army, it wai finally agreed that an Army 
is necessary and that military training young people is deniable 
so long as they are not used as tools of reaction* 

On the subject of youth in the trade unions, KUDIN stated that FQeJ 
officials in factories are not active because the youth leadership 
is almost entirely in the hands of the socialists* He urged all 
FOeJ members who are workers to become Active trade unionists, ana 
said that young workers in trade unions must be won over to the Cora- 
tWnists to enable the KPOe to succeed in Austria. KUBIN said that 
the campaign during January and February for wage increases must be 
fully oxp lotted by the Communists , In regard to Germany, KliBXN 3ta ,-.d 
that, in soite of Austrian dislike of Germany, it must be recognized • i 
that' Socialism In Eastern Germany has made far greater progress tnan 
in Austria, The party cadre in Austria has made many mistakes which 
have retarded the development of Comm mi sm in Austria* He said thest 
this summer large numbers of FOeJ officials will be sent to the Picneei 
and FDJ camps in Eastern Germany to study the reasons for aooians . 
p ro g re 4 s in Ge rasa ny * 
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On the second days the "Socialist Upbringing 0 class was conducted by 
Fried! Sl'EGBL, educational specialist of the Bundesleitung of the 
lunge Garde, who stated that Socialist training is impossible in a 
capitalist country,. Although youth in a capitalistic country can be 
made to realise the values of dc cdalisi^ she said that large-scale 
youth training is impossible a in a c&oitali stic country, youth is in- 
fluenced by the home, public enri ronineni, schools, and youth organizations* 

A good youth worker must be prio&rify a good Communist and must be able 
to talk intelligently on politics to the children with whom he is working. 
This work can ba bast accomplished In children's camps and in evening 
club discuss lens She impressed on the class that youth work is one of

6TE0BL admitted that the Red Falcons were in a way a Socialist youth 
movement but pointed out that- their pacifist policy was a serious defect.

be drilled in mill -ary formations.

Of to KUDIN re-empha si % od the imporl.-r.ee of youth work., and said that the 
main task ox the Jung© Garde is to make children so political-minded 
that they will automat *ical ly become members of the FO«J and KP0e c #/ith 
reference to the organization of the FOeJ and the Junge Garde, Otto KUBIN 
stated that officials on the Bezirk, Land and Stactt levels will no 
linger be elected out will be appointed by the r?.oxt highest level,, Candi-

Changes in the party line were s complete surprise to officials at the 
school „ Although sx-m^mbors of the Red Falcons appeared to disapprove of 
the changes, there was no open criticism* The f inal examination was giv-sn 
on the sixth day and covered the most important points discussed during 
the course,. The results of cue examination were, as usual, not disclosed
